OUR RELATIONS WITH OUR*. 


United Stati i Senator Beverldge, of In- 


diana, dollrert d (he principal address at 
the annual mooting of the Grant Club at 
Dei Maine*, Iowa, on hut Friday evening. 
The yourig Honclor spoke clearly of the re- 
lations of tho government with the Philip- 
pines, Cuba and China. Of Cuba ho said: 


In Cuba, a* In the Philippines, the 


American people will take nb counsel from 
doubts and fears. 
The purpose of all 


American itaieunanthlp with reference 
to Ouba lias bean and IB the welfare of the 
Cuban people us related to the welfare of 
the American people. The welfare of the 
Cuban people I a not Inconsistent with the 
Interests and wrfety of the American peo- 
ple. Cuban Interests and American Inter- 
ests, Cuban safety and American safety, 
Cuban prosperity and American prosperi- 
ty, are Identical in the nature of things. 
And when we provide safeguards against 
Cuban Indebtedness, we are not conspiring 
against the welfare of the Cuban people; 
we are providing for the welfare of the 
Cuban people. When no provide that Cuba 
,«hall never becmno entangled in foreign 
relations we arc not destroying Cuban In- 
dependence; wo are establishing it and 
setting metes and bounds where all inter- 
ference shall meet the sentinel of Ameri- 
can authority. 
Wuen we provide that 


American guns from Cuban ports slmll 
command the ontrance to the Gulf, we 
arc not Impairing the safety of the Cuban 
people; we am guaranteeing it by the 
blood of every American soldier who mans 
our Cuban garrisons pledged to be shed to 
the last drop if need be in defence of the 
Cuban people. 
And when we ordain that 


at any time American authority may re- 
enter Cuba, to protect rights, property, 
liberty Itself, wo do not demolish Cuban 
liberty; we pretierve and defend Cuban li- 
berty, because we preserve and defend or- 
der, law and justice; and order, justice and 
law are the methods of liberty. 


Our Cuban legislation is the most im- 


portant development of national power 
since the Constitution was adopted. Upon 
the future use of that power in other situ- 
ations and in other quarters of the globe 
may depend not only the preservation of 
the interests of the American people, but 
the peace of tlie whole world. 
Within 


the present century international compli- 
cations will occur where territory may be 
assigned to the keeping of tho .republic by 
the other great jiowers of tne world. 
We 


may not want to annex such territory, thus 
making its inhabitants citizens of the re- 
public; and yet up to our Philippine per- 
iod, annexation was the only method we 
had employed. It may be also that we 
shall not want to own it as property and 
govern it as a possession; and yet up to 
the hour of our (Juban legislation annexa- 
tion and ownership were the only methods 
we had employed. But our Cuban legisla- 
tion creates a now method of practical 
guardianship of any territory which may 
fall to us. 


A number of Boston bolomen, zsade up 


largely of members of the Garrison fami- 
ly, have form i d themselves into a Com- 
mittee of Protest against the conferring 
ef the honorary degree of LL. D. by 
Harvard Univreity upon President Will- 
lam McKinle.v. The President can well 
afford to haii an Intelligent public draw 
their <jwn conclusions of the affair. 
The 


fact that soniu fledgling graduates fear 
that the traditions of Harvard will be vio- 
lated by the bestowal of the honorary dis- 
tinction upon the Chief Executive of 
the nation is HO ridiculous as to tepel ser- 
ious argument. 


A movement has been started in the 


State Legislature, having for its final pur- 
pose tho removal of the State capital to 
Philadelphia. Tho question has been agi- 
tated before. 
The capital would be of no 


advantage to Philadelphia, and its remov- 
al would be a distress to Harrisburg. With 
the exception of one or two days of each 
year or so when the claqners gather at the 
Capitol the hotel accommodations are 
ample. The members of the Legislature 
are absent enough from their posts now 
without putting them into a big city with 
its multitudinous side attract!MB. We do 
not believe the sentiment of the people is 
in favor of a change. 


Rev Dr. Richard Harcourt, pastor of the 


People's Methodist Episcopal Church, of 
Reading, who mlvised the graduates of the 
Baltimore Medical School to keep minis- 
ters out of sick rooms, last Sunday preach- 
ed on death-bed repentance as an immoral 
doctrine and a Hpiritual swindle, turning 
honest living aside and giving the prize to 
earnblers, who risk their all en a last throw 
of the dice. Di. Harcourt is an iconoclast 
of the strenuous sort. Before long he will 
probably be advocating a return to first 
principles aud will be urging ministers to 
go to work and uarn their livings as ordi- 
nary men, and, like the early teachers of 
the faith, preach the Gospel for love and 
not for pecuniary remuneration. 


The announcement in last week's Gazette 
that Mr. Strauner's candidacy for State 
Senator was tho only riffle upon the sur- 
face has caused another splash into the 
political sea. 
The Evening Bulletin of 


yesterday says: 


Representathii Prank G. Edwards, of

In speaking of the Presidential 
train and describing the journey the Dem- 
ocratic New York Woild very patiy and 
graciously says: 


"It is a royal train, yet representing not 


too much of comfort for the first Ameri- 
can on a fatiguing tour of greatest Ameri- 
ca. 


"The Czar of Russia might travel fur- 


ther without leaving his dominions. 
But 


he would need heavy escort, and pilot 
trains would precude the imperial convey- 
ances in the interests of safety. King Ed- 
ward could lisit a wider expanse of terri- 
tory, but he would often leave civilization 
behind without discovering it in front. 
The President will visit one land and one 
people, and wnerever he goes there will be 
the school house, the church, the friendly 
hands of freemen, and safety without mili- 
tary precautions. 


"The trip of Mr. McKinley ia to be 


purely that of a President visiting a peo- 
ple. It is not a jxrilticul jaunt for the 
promotion of another executive term. 
There will be no partisanship in giving 
him good greeting wherever he pauses, for 
the preferment wt> ich he holds in the pop- 
ular name."

Th« idea of suffrage was 
new, and like e^ery other new and untried 
proposition, was. received, whenever men- 
tioned, with ridicule and bitter denuncia- 
tion. But, like every new idea founded 
upon common senile and right, it has grad- 
ually made it* v, ay into popular accept- 
ance, until 1900 women enjoy tome form 
of suffrage in nearly everjr civilized coun- 
try in the world. In four States—Wyom- 
ing, Colorado, Utah and Idaho—women 
•vote upon terms of perfect equality with 
men; while in all the forty-eight States 
and Territories ot the Union, except flf-

cer* except member* of Parliament, while 
varying degrees of suffrage are enjoyed by 
tne women of almott'all the English Colo- 
ales.

The years haye not been sufficient in num- 
be to fade from memory the time when he, 
too, battled against this same water com- 
pany. A place In the directorship seems to 
have altered his range of vision. 
I thor- 


oughly agree with Mr. Scott, that it is 
nearly amounting to a crime to permit 
the emptying of sewers into, the river near, 
the Intake of the-works. It should be pre- 
vented. T call to mind now five of; che 
directors of the Bristol Water Company 
livingqn Radcliffe street whose houses 
drain into the Delaware. 
It should be 


stopped! A private sewer is now under 
course of'construction from £he residence 
ot a very close friend of the directors, 
along Walnut street and will empty in the 
river within fifty feet of the company's 
intake. 


I say ail honor to Bristol's modern Joan 


d'Arc who, single handed, has undertaken 
to fight the water serpent. 
She should 


have the assistance of every -patron. Six 
months of the year Bristol's water is not 
fit for use, and there should be a change. 


All talk that it is not feasible to estab- 


lish a filtering plant at the works is rot. 
The directors need to wake up. Let them 
take a jaunt over to Norristown where for 
a cost of $10,000 a filtering plant is being 
established that will have a capacity of 
4,000,000 gallons. Let them go to Holmes- 
burg, Bordentown, and other places and 
see how the thing is done. Ten per cent 
dividends and distributions of stock have 
ruined their dispositions and their hearts 
have become hardened.

About Nervousness. 


Nervousness is a condition not easy to 


define; but the common use of the term 
in everyday speech indicates the common- 
ness of the thing itself. 
There are few 


persons, indeed, who have not at some 
time suffered from irritability of the nerves 
and its accompanying depression. 
It 


is to be remembered that this state always 
indicates a falling away from the normal 
standard of health. It should be taken as 
a danger signal, a notice from the nerves 
that something is wrong. 
The cause of 


the trouble is something easily found, as, 
for example, temporary or habitual loss 
of sleep; or the dimculty may be more 
deeply seated and more serious. Whatever 
its cause, nervousness indicates a lack of 
nervous force, a lowering of vital energy. 
Somewhere a tap is loose, and waste is 
proceeding more rapidly than repair. 
In 


such a state of things the performance of 
every voluntary action and of every un- 
conscious organic function is 
affected 


unfavorably. Women suffer from nervous- 
ness more commonly than men. 
It Is a 


mistake, however, to think-that there is 
any material difference between the nerve 
structure of the two sexes. Loss of_ sleep, 
indigestion, grief or worry, and many 
other functional causes may produce ner- 
vousness. Doubtless the most frequent 
cause is lack of sufficient out-of-door air 
and of moderate exercise. It is too com- 
mon for nervous people to think their com- 
plaint too trivial for a physician's notice. 
Strict inquiry as to-the manner of life of- 
ten reveals errors the correction of which 
reveals tne condition and averts serious 
disease. 
"Overwork does not kill "but 


overworry does," some one has said, with 
a measure of exaggeration. Excessive work 
may no doubt shorten life, but constant 
worry over every-day cares is sure to do so. 
Ceaseless cares exhaust the nervous energy. 
Change of occupation and of scene allows 
the nervous torces—the cerebral gray mat- 
ter—to become restocked, N«rvous mat- 
ter it actually conjumed in performing 
the details of every-day existence, just as 
muscular tissue is expended in exercise. 
A spring kept at a tension surely loses its 
elasticity, where one which is frequently 
unbent does not. The figure is a good one 
to apply to mental and nervous experience.

CATARRHAL TROUBLE. 


The V«rlo«*> Phanei of Thl» Unpleas- 


ant Affliction. 


Catarrh Is an inflammation of any of 


the mucous membranes of the bofly. 
It 


is marked by the usual signs of inflamma- 
tion and, as the woid implies, being de- 
rived from a Greek word meaning to, flow 
down, by a more or less profuse dis- 
charge. 
, 
, 
Catarrh may be acute or chronic, and 


the latter, as will be explained later, may 
be either atrophic or Uypertrophic. 


Acute catarrh unfortunately needs no 


description, for it is only too familiar to 
us all as a cold iu the hend. In this case 
It U the mucous tnembi nne of tbe nostrils 
which is Inflamed. 
The most obvious 


symptoms are swelling of the membrane, 
which may be so gieat as to close the 
nostrils completely, and a pi of use dis- 
charge. 
When 
acute 
catarrh 
attacks the 


pharynx or larynx, we have a sore throat, 
and if the inflammation extends still far- 
ther we have bronchitis. 
In the huivr 


case tbe most evident sign is a cough, due 
either to the presence of a mucous dis- 
charge or to inflation caused by the air 
passing through the inflamed bronchial 
tubes. 


In yo'ung children the inflammation in 


the larynx causes much swelling, and 
this gives rise to the difficult breathing 
and hoarse voice which characterize one 
torm of croup. 


If catarrh attacks the stomach. It 


causes severe indigestion, and when the 
intestinal mucous membrane is affected 
the most prominent symptom is diarrhea. 
Conjunctivitis and acute inflammation ol 
the ear arc tbe expressions of catarrh of 
the eye and of the drum of the ear. 


In chronic catarrh the process is less 


active; there is usually little or no pain, 
but the discharge is profuse and thick. 


In by pel trophic catarrh the mucous 


membrane becomes permanently thick- 
ened, but in a trophic catarrh it is thinned. 
Atrophic catarrh is not really nn inflam- 
mation, but rather the result of a pre- 
vious inflammation which has destroyed 
the mucous membrane, leaving in its 
place merely a thin skin, covering the 
surface, but answering none of the pur- 
poses of a mucous membrane. 


A catarrh may be caused by anything 


that acts as an Irritant to the mucous 
membrane—dust, sulphurous, ammoniac- 
nl or other strong fumes, undue drynesa 
of the atmosphere, and so forth, in the 
case of the air passages or eyes; indigesti- 
ble food, alcohol, and so forth, in the case 
of stomach or intestines. 


Often the inflammation is due to tufl 


action of the microbes, which are proba- 
bly always present, but eon work .harm 
only when the soil has been prepared for 
them by mechanical injury, or by conges- 
tion caused by a chilling of some portion 
of the surface of the body.—Youth's Cum 
puii ion.
